» Yelterday a Court of Common Council was held 

(juildhall, fummoned to confider of framing an 
rT fs to his Royal Lighnefs the Prince of Wales, 
sia prefeared on his ap rintment to, and acceptance 
Oe. Led Mayor “had informed the Court 
for what purpofe they were affembled, Mr Sheriff 
Curtis addveffed them, and faid, that in coafequence 
of the Refolution of the laft Court, Mr Recorder, 
Sir Benjamio Hammet (his coleague ) himfelf, and 
Mr ‘Pown-Clerk, had wasted apon his Royal High- 
nefsy and prefented the addrefs, which was very 
gracioully received, and his Royal Highnefs return- 
ed, ia anfwer, the follywing words :— 

« Nobody can be more fenfible than I am of the 
attention of the city of London, and no one can be 
more happy in feizing every opportunity of thewing 
regard towards the molt refpectable city in Europe. 

Mr Deputy Birch, after prefacing his intention, 
in a concife {peech, moved—* That an humble ad- 
drefs be prefented to his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Wales, from this Court, immediately upon his 
appointment to the regency, to condole with hin on 
the melancholy fitaation of our afflicted Sovereign 5 
to congratulate him on his being invelted with the 
Government of thefe realms, during the indifpofi- 
tion of his Royal Father, by the united wildom of 
the two Houfes of Parliament; and to exprefs, 
with the utmoft duty and ‘refpect to his Royal 
Highnefs, the very high fenfe which this Corpora- 
tion entertain of the wifdom, zeal, and integrity, of 
his Majelty’s Minifters, to whofe vigilance and firm- 
nefs this country is indebted for its prefent profpe- 
rous and envied fituation, and for the timely pre- 
fervation of its facred conttitation.” Mr Dorntord 
feconded the motion in few words, and was follow- 
ed by Mr Powell.

Its progrefs was 
fo rapid and violent, as to exclude the nal hope 
of preferving the building, which prefented a fpectacle, 
awful and interciting, as it was foon in a complete 
blaze of fire, and is totally deftroyed.
